times, and the manner in which the cause of ab¬ 
olition took its rise, that it will be utterly impos¬ 
sible to keep the moral and political spheres 
from being identified in the public mind. And 
it will be especially the case, when the same a- 
gents are found operating in both the fields. It 
this be true, what wifi be the effects which it 
will have on our cause? The political opera¬ 
tions will materially cripple all our moral efforts. 
Heretofore, no selfish motives could plausibly 
be attributed to us. A thousand things were 
imagined, but not having even an appearance of 
truth, nothing but gross ignorance, and the most 
wilful credulity could give them influence upon 
the mind; consequently no permanent conviction 

of their truth was made. However men might 
talk about us, by those destined to give tone to 
public sentiment, we were considered as a kind 
of honest fanatics, laboring for the accomplish¬ 
ment of noble, though visionary enterprises. 
When listened to, therefore, we were listened 13 
as honest men. But if the positions laid down 
be true, we will no longer be looked upon in 
this light. We will not be considered as a band 
of patriots and philanthropists, laboring for the 
liberation of three millions of slaves—but as 
demagogues scrambling for office and emolument 
in the. government. The elevtuioa of the slave, 
will not be considered as the ultimate end of 
our efforts, but will be viewed as the mere step¬ 
ping stone lo office. In this way the purity, 
the disinterestedness, the sublimity of our mo¬ 
tives will be brought into suspicion; and onr 
whole attitude before the public mind changed. 
Do I mistake in this view? I have heard it inti¬ 
mated since Mr. Birney has been nominated, 
that he may be ambitious; and that not by the 
dark, suspicious, narrow-minded opponents of 
human rights, but by the intelligent, pious, lib¬ 
eral-minded friends of the slava. If such a man 
as Mr. Birney can be shorn of his glory in such 
minds, who cannot? 

There are some other important considerations 
which l wcnld here present. One tendency of 
forming a political party, having its candidates 
in the field, will be to draw off the mind from 
the consideration of the woes of the slave, and 
direct its energies to the advancement of the 
party. This l admit will bring up many of the 
enormities of slavery, but it will bring lo our 
view those which aflfecr us, rather than those 
which affect the slave. Ourallantion will there¬ 
fore be directed to the incidental workings of 
the system, rather than to its diract and tremen¬ 
dous inflictions of cruelty and injustice. This 
will eventually weaken our power urn tho con 
sciences and sympathies of men. It may give 
a kind of impulse to our cause in the beginning, 
but its influence will be permanent. Paul de¬ 
termined to know nothing but Christ and him 
crucified among the Gentiles; and in whatever 
direction his mind traveled out, this was always 
the starting point, - 4 ml - to it lie always returned. 
This was made tc> stand out distinctly, so that it 
might always be seen. And the reason why he 
always kept this, point so prominent was, that 
all depended upon this. If this were once lost 
sight of, all the rest of his arguments would 
soon fall powerless. So we should keep the in¬ 
justice and cruelty of the slave system, in its 
operations upon the slave, steadily in view.— 
We should Oetcrminc to know nothing but live 
slave, and him robbed and ruined, just in the 
same sense that Paul determined to know noth¬ 
ing but Christ and him crucified. 

I fear if the political party be formed, the 
mind of the slaveholder will be directed to its 
operations, rather than to the enormities of the 
slave system. Both abolilionis and slavehold¬ 
ers will be found acting in a field very different 
from that in which the contest was commenced. 
Th-* one will be endeavoring to elevate a certain 
set, of candidates, and the other will be trying 
to prevent it; and the poor slave, amid the strife 
of parties, will be nearly forgotten. The mind 
should be diverted as little as possible from the 
contemplation of tbe wrongs and miseries of the 
: slave. It shoulff.be kept fixed upon these, until 
the deep feelings within like the rolling fires 
of a volcano, would flow over in a burning and 

■ sweeping current. 

Another tendency of a political party would 
be to lead us to depend upon the excitement of 
. party, rather than upon truth and love. 

Why do we bring out a candidate at the pres¬ 
ent time? We have no hope that we can elect 
him. 

I have heard two reasons given: one is, that 
it is a duty to vote for some one; and that that 
one should be a good man—and as no such man 
was presented by others, such a man should be 
selected by those who wish to vote for him.— 
To this reason I shall not urge an objection at 
present. 

The other reason is, that unless a man is pre¬ 
sented around which abolitionists may rally, they 
will be drunk up by the parlies already in the 
field. The same reason, may be expressed in 
other words. If we have not a party with its 
attendant excitements to oppose the other par¬ 
ties, they will drink up abolitionists, in despite 
of truth, and principle, and love. I believe by 
far the greater portion of those who are in favor 
of a third candidate, are in favor of that meas¬ 
ure, for the reason last given. If such be the 
fact, I ask if it is not to be feared, that truth and 
love will be abandoned, and the excitements

Any thing therefore, which will supercede these, 
will work ruin in the end. 

A last objection which I shall urge at this 
time against the formation of a political party is, 
,‘hat it will give a false expression o.f the strength 
0 f jj-bolitiouists. There are many noble-souled 
about,J'uists unhappily connected with both the 
great polu ical parties, whom I fear neither truth 
nor excitemfc’ n t can separate from them. In ad¬ 
dition to these v'.’>ere are many others who will 
not vote at all, jutting that % formation of a 
party is premature and ruinous. All these will 
not vote for a third camJidate,—and in Ohio they 
form a large majority of the voting abolitionists. 

I infer this from the expression of opinion at 
Hamilton. It is true the convention decided by 
a vote of 57 against 54, in favor of the nomina¬ 
tion; but then it will be recollected that 22 of 
those who voted in the affirmative were from 
Hamilton county, in which there are perhaps not
